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Milburn “Mil” Dixon 


February 1, 1925 ~ December 11, 2013 


Long time caller Mil Dixon, 88, husband of Anna, passed away on 
Wednesday, December 11, 2013. 


Living in Reading, MA since 1967, Mil and Anna raised six children 
and have several grand children and great grand children. He was a 
member of the Knight of Columbus in Manchester, NH, transferring his 
membership to the Reading Council #1031 where he was still active. 





Mil was a teacher for many years, teaching science and math at Manchester By the 
Sea, later moving on to Winchester High School where he taught biology, eventually 
becoming President of the Educations Association. 


Mil and Anna took square dance lessons in 1968 sponsored by the Checkmates SDC 
in Reading, MA. He expressed a desire to learn calling even before the lessons were over. 
For 1-1/2 years he attended Art Nurse’s caller school. After completing his training, he 
organized and taught square and round dancing to 4 teen groups: Checknights in Reading, 
Rainbow Strollers in Winchester, Dynomite Squares in Stoneham and Sachems in Saugus. 


He also was caller-teacher for 3 clubs: Cosmopolitan SDC in Wakefield, Calico Steppers 
of Lawrence and Great Plain Squares in Needham. In 1976 Mil started a camp and dance 
week in Maine. He called a “fun night” for United Nations’ members and families in New 
York. Since 1971 he has volunteered to call at the New England Square & Round Dance 
Conventions. Over the years Mil has called or cued at many New England clubs, as well as 
many demonstrations. 


The Dixon’s have been members of Tri-State Callers Association, North of Boston 
Callers Association, NECCA, CALLERLAB, ROUNDALAB, ACCORD, NECORTA, 
NEFFA and the SDFNE, as well as delegates to CO-OP. Mil has been President of the Tri- 
State Callers Association and Chairman of NECCA. 


In 1995 Mil received CALLERLAB’s Quarter Century Award. In 1999 Mil and Anna 
received the Yankee Clipper Award for distinguished service to Square and Round 
Dancing in New England and they were inducted into the Square Dance Foundation of 
New England’s Hall of Fame on May 18, 2002.

Sewing Machine Cleaning 


Unplug the machine, don’t just turn it off, pull the plug. Start on the outside. Never 
spray any type of cleaner on the machine. The cleaner will go through the openings and 
damage electrical/computer parts. Spray cleaner on a soft rag and wipe off the outer shell. 
Pay special attention to guides the thread passes through going to the needle. Look for bits 
of thread or rough edges. If the thread path is not smooth it will damage the tread before 
it gets to the needle. 


Wipe down the electrical cords. Look for any breaks in the covering. Bare wires are an 
electrical/fire hazard. Look closely where the cords connect to the plugs. Clean the foot 
control, vacuum the vents. Foot controls can collect lint and rug fluff causing them to get 
hot. If the foot control is getting hot while sewing replace it. Replace any damaged cords. 


The best thing to do for the inside of the machine is to vacuum it. Everybody blows on 
their machine, which wets the lint and moves it back further inside the machine. Take off 
the needle and the pressor foot to give yourself more space to work. Remove the needle 
plate. On some machines this may require a screw driver. Yes, you can do this. It is part of 
owner maintenance. Look in your book for the exact procedure for your machine. On many 
of the top loading machines the bobbin case will lift out after the needle plate is removed. 
This makes cleaning easier. 


Grab the little brush and get between the feed dogs. Lint builds up in here like toe jam. 
This prevents the feed dogs from working properly. Use the brush to loosen the lint and 
the vacuum to suck it away. If you don’t have a brush use a cotton swab. Lay the machine 
on it’s back and vacuum the area above the needle. Move the tension setting to ‘0’ and 
vacuum between the tension discs. Then move the tension setting back. Vacuum above the 
take up lever. 


In the shop we take the outer shell off the machine. DO NOT try to do that at home. 
Some of the shells have very tricky locking connections. If you take the machine apart 
at home it will invalidate your warrantee. It can also short out the mother board in 
computerized machines.

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DO NOT use canned air on your machine. Canned air is cold and when metal gets cold 
it pulls moisture from the air. You do not want moisture inside your machine. The cold can 
also crack plastic parts. You can use an air compressor. Just take the machine outside and 
stick the end of the hose into the openings and blow until no more lint flies out. 


Before you put the bobbin case back in give it a good once over. Look inside the case, 
under the latch and under the tension spring for thread bits or lint. There is a screw to 
adjust the tension of the bobbin thread on the side of the bobbin case. This is set at the 
factory and usually does not need to be touched. If you are having tension problems it 
is best to take the machine to the shop. Tension problems can be the symptom of many 
different things that need repair. 


Look at the needle plate, if there are marks around the hole it shows the needle has 
been striking the plate. This is caused by pulling on the fabric with your hand behind 
the needle. These needle strikes cause burrs on the edge of the needle hole. If the needle 
hole is not completely smooth it can shred the thread as you are sewing. This can be 
smoothed with very fine jeweler’s emery cloth. When the needle strikes the plate it is just 
like running your car tires into the curb. It messes up the alinement and the timing. Quit 
pulling on the fabric. 


Oil your machine according to the directions in your owner’s manual. Some machines 
require very little or no oiling. Use the calendar on your computer to remind you to 
regularly clean your machines. Every other month for frequent use and at least three 
times a year for light use. 


Regular cleaning and oiling will help your machine run for a long time, but it will still 
need a tune up in the shop to set the timing and tensions. Before you go on vacation, take 
your machine to the shop. When you get back, the machine will be well adjusted and so 
will you.

PROFILE OF A SQUARE DANCE MUSIC 
PRODUCER 


Meet Scott Bennett. A resident of Lawton, Oklahoma who has 
been calling thirty years and is producer of Crest and Acme Music. 


When Scott wanted to get into the square dance recording field, 
his friend Randy Dougherty introduced him to Buddy Weaver, 
producer of Blue Star Music. Scott’s first recording was the singing 
call, “Rainy Day People” in 2004 and since then he has put his 
vocal to many songs on the Hi Hat and Dance Ranch labels. His 
desire to blend together Classic Rock and Square Dancing inspired 
him to form his own music label — Crest Music. Working with talented musicians in the 
Houston area, under the leadership of Buzzy Smith, he has released fourteen new songs in 
his FIRST year. Scott has also assembled a subsidiary label, named Acme, which features 
music from other genres, musicians, and studios along with guest callers who would like to 
record for the cost of production. 





When asked about what music is on his computer, Scott’s hoedown tastes go to “pop” 
songs with a handful of traditional square dance breakdowns. His singing calls reflect 
his love of Classic Rock and you will find lots of Crest and Acme music at his dances. He 
credits many callers in his home area for helping him grow as a caller and gives special 
“thanks” to Ken Bower, Randy Dougherty, Wade Driver, Marshall Flippo, Tony Oxendine, 
Gary Shoemake, Jerry Story, Jerry Stover and Buddy Weaver. 


Looking to the future, Scott plans to continue making Square Dance music that 
reaches out to the 35-55 year old dancers; quality music that this generation listened 
to when they were in school. He predicts that all Square Dance music will be digital, no 
more vinyl records, and that much of it will come from independent music company web 
sites. He worries that some square dance music companies facing declining sales may 
opt for decreasing the quality of their product to stay in business, or stop selling their 
product, choosing instead to make music only for their staff and friends. He feels that 
Square Dance music prices will rise to compensate for the shrinking sales, but quickly 
adds that the simplest solution to these problems is for people to purchase more Square 
Dance music.

A little creativity with the lyrics could make this a song that you could do year- 
round. Scott comes across well with good word meter and shows callers how to properly 
work the middle break. Standard Ferris Wheel figure 


LIVING ON LOVE 

Blue Star 2571 by Andy Allemao (CD/MP3 SINGLE from dealers or Blue Star web site) 
Tempo: 127 Rhythm: Boom-Chuck 

Clear Square Dance beat with dramatic breaks every 64 beats. The melody is easy to 
follow with lead played by guitar, piano, and steel. Lots of fiddle and banjo going on in 
the background. A definite country song that is mid-way up the energy scale with one 
low note that you may fake. Andy uses good word meter on a figure that may have some 
folks rushing. 

Four Ladies Chain — Heads Pass the Ocean — Extend — Single Hinge — Split Circulate — Boy 
Run — Pass the Ocean — Recycle — Touch % - Scoot Back - Swing 


NIGHT MOVES 

Crest 114 by Scott Bennett (MP3 SINGLE from Crest web site) 

Tempo: 126 Rhythm: Shuffle 

Solid beat that is exciting without rushing the dancers. A classic rock song with music 
from piano, saxophone, guitar. Good leads but caller will have to be familiar with the tune. 
Lots of jazzy fills. Scott has good word meter and calls the rock song in a swinging fashion 
that makes full use of the fills. Be sure to listen to the vocal track on how to wow the 
dancers on the tag ending. Standard Ferris Wheel figure 


I WANT CANDY 

Fine Tune 153 by Jay Henderson (CD/MP3 SINGLE from dealers) 

Tempo: 130 Rhythm: Shuffle 

A very different sounding singing call with the percussion coming from guitar, keyboard and 
Hi-Hat. Drums come in a few times to reinforce the rock feel. Cool music from some very 
talented musicians playing in a style very much like the original song. Callers will need to 
know the song and drive the dance rhythm. Speed and word meter will need to be adjusted. 
Heads Square Thru — Swing Thru — Boys Run — Ferris Wheel — Centers Pass Thru — Touch 
% - Scoot Back — Swing 


LEGEND OF THE FLYING DUTCHMAN 

Gold Rush 184 by Shawn Brown (CD/MP3 SINGLE from dealers) 

Tempo: 120 Rhythm: Boom-Chuck 

Clear dance beat. An original tune that is easy to follow with lead from keyboard. Fiddle in 
background adds interest. Callers will energize the song as Shawn does. Figure uses Plus 
calls and may have some dancers rushing in parts but offers an 8 beat Promenade in 16 
beats of music to relax.

Run — Chain Down the Line — Load the Boat — Swing 
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IT’S NOW OR NEVER

Dance offers a Latin feel with dramatic pauses every 64 beats. Leads clearly played by 
keyboard, piano, and lots of guitars. Plenty of fills. It is a quiet relaxing version with lots 
of great music. Caller has good word meter and offers a pleasing rendition.

Lanny and Mike sound good together in 
harmony. Good word meter.

An eighties rock/pop song that has 
fun lyrics. Music is mid-way up the energy chart but caller can drive the song — listen to 
the vocal track for a good example. Key change on close. Proper word meter from caller 
who does a great job. Adjust tempo to suit your dancers. Standard Ferris Wheel 


MERRY OLDSMOBILE

Tempo: 127 Rhythm: Boom-Chuck 

Good dance beat. Melody is clearly played by clarinet, guitar, piano, and xylophone. A 
symphonic take on a old-time sing-along song. A classic square dance sound that is good 
for the middle of the evening. Caller uses proper word meter. Previously done on vinyl. 
Heads Square Thru — Do Sa Do — Make a Wave — Girls Trade - Swing Thru — Boy Run — 
Tag the Line — Girls U-Turn — Box the Gnat — Swing

As I write this I have returned recently from a meeting of the New England Coopera- 
tion Committee. Most of you have heard me mention and describe COOP as a way for 
three branches of the square and round dance activity to join together to work for the 
benefit of dancing in our area. As I listened to the reports at this meeting I was struck 
once again by the amount of volunteer effort that has always been a part of this hobby of 
ours. Most dancers are not really aware of how much effort goes in to making their danc- 
ing available, accessible and enjoyable. When you really pay attention you realize that a 
few people make a huge contribution. 


I could write about several folks who are part of this contribution but this month I 
want to focus on Connie and Lenny Houle. They first came to my attention as chair people 
of the NESRDC held in Springfield, MA in 1991 but they had been actively working for 
many years before that. They held all the usual offices in the several clubs they belonged 
to after they started square dancing nearly 50 years ago. They also started and served in 
several offices of an organization like COOP that they started in Western Massachusetts. 
They've run many dances and festivals and they started, and for many years ran, the 
square dance booth at the Eastern States Exposition. They've been active members of the 
committee on several NE Conventions since the one they chaired. 


Not satisfied with working locally in support of square dancing, the Houles became 
active in the United Square Dancers of America (USDA) a national organization that was 
formed in 1981. They took part in and supported the work of that organization and re- 
cently served as its president. The contacts they made in that work peaked their interest 
in bringing the National Square Dance Convention to our area. In it’s more than 60 years 
the National has never been closer to New England than Atlantic City, NJ. It will be in 
Springfield MA in June of 2015. The Houle’s are chairing that convention and the amount 
of work and commitment that involves will never be known to most people. Len and Con- 
nie are still smiling as the date approaches. 


It’s one thing to take note of how much the Houles have done and the offices they 
have held but after this weekend I need also to share with you how much they are still 
local folks supporting our activity in our own back yard. Connie has been the secretary of 
COOP for more than a decade. In the past we held meetings in restaurants and bought 
lunch for everyone there. Those meetings began to be excessively expensive and Lenny 
suggested that a Community College might be willing to let us meet in their facilities. He 
knew some folks and made the arrangements but they didn’t have any way for us to share 
lunch. Many delegates drive more than an hour to get to the meetings and you all know 
that dancers like to have a little food with their meetings. The Houle’s didn’t find that 
to be a problem. They’re used to making food for big groups and they volunteered to do it 
for COOP if we'd cover the cost and they've been doing it now for four meetings a year for 
several years.
